THE POLICY OF THE FUTURE 

Tho letter of Mr. Peraborlon, wliich ujuient; 
elBOwhore, suggoata fionio very imporlaiil 
questions in rolntiou to '.lio future churacter 
of our House ol Assombly. Mr. Peinborioo, 
fioding that the farmers of Metobosin demand 
a greater degree of protection than ho can 
ooDBcientiously advucnte, doolinos to enter 
the list as a candidate. Ttiu question tbut 
at ODCO nrisci Is — Aio ull llio agrioullural 
districts of tin) Fame opinion as Welobosiii 1 
Do tbey ull domand protection ? We lliink 
there is but one reply to the query. The 
practical experience of tho farmers of Van 
oourer Island hasspokoa stronger than all the 
inapplicable theories that can bo bronglu 
ngaicst thorn, and the tiller of the soil linds lli:\t 
lie re.iuircs foralimo, at least, the iDsttriuy 
cnroof the State. It is useless to reiterate all 
tho argumcDts which wa have previously and 
repeated advanced in their favor — argu- 
moDts tending not so much towards a retro- 
gression from tho groat and beneiieont prin 
ciplos of free trade in tlio abstract, as to 
show tho excoiilionul iuatanceg whore a d 
partura to i>orao extent (rem thoso priuclplas 
is not only desirable but absolutely nccc^sary 
The agricultural mind la made up, and lirmly 
made up, oa the question, and the colony 
must accept the inevitable pivot on which 
our legislation is bound to turn. Out 
of tho Gfteon members of tho House 
nine represent purely agricultural dis 
tricts, which, were a general election t 
talio placo to-morrow, would return men 
devoted ardently to the policy of protection 
This is a fact the commoroial olass must, 
7iofc/is I'o/ejii, accept. They cannot hope to 
stay tho progre.ss of tho wave, much loss roll 
it back ; but they may, by that shortsighted 
policy whioh amounted lo iufaluatiou in 
February lust, foreo what is at present con- 
tent with an inch to graiip tho ell, and con- 
vert a quiet neighbor acting on the defensive 
into an inaplacable and irresistible foe> VVe 
desire no such confliot. We want to see the 
commoroial interest ariso from its depression 
and flourish, but wc want to sea it iouri.ih 
bealtbily by reason of its own energy and 
not at theoxpoubo of other interests. Tho indus- 
trial pursuits of the Island must have a chance. 
Id the end commeroe will he much better ofl. 
Instead of relying solely on the lottery of gold 
raining, elevated when a " strike " is made unu 
" dead broke" when the claitn doesn't pay, it 
will have soiaothing BubstaiUial in its Van- 
couver Island domestio trade. If our coin- 
meioial naen, like sensible men, aro willing 
to lend a helping hand to home products, 
they will receive a helping hand in return, 
and their metobandiao will not be interfered 
with, however much they may dread that 
historical horror, " tho thin edge of the 
wedge." If this " thin end,'' in the shape 0' 
increased permits and tho cattle tax, has in» 
jured them, it is not by reason of its tbioneas 
or its wedge«likc qualities, but rather through 
their own imprudent assertions both at 
homo and abroad that by it the whole 
commercial fabric had reocivoj its deaili- 
blow. Tho most rabid prolectionist during 
tho Victoria election or at any time since 
never for a moment dreamt ot interfering In 
any way, while the Island was separate, with 
the merchandise of the port ; but commerce, 
like Mrs. Malaprop, wottld insist that her 
ruin was doterniincil on, and in her ;;round- 
less alarm invited the very evils that t-he 
most dreaded. When, therefore, Mr. I'lmi- 
betton declares himself ready, while givini: a 
certain amoaot of protection lo home products, 
to keep general merchandise treo, be is only 
expressing the views of tho great majority of 
thoso who advocate protection for our a;.'ri- 
oulturists. It is very possible ho may nut 
come up to tho measure of that protection, 
but otlierwiso his ideas cannot well be im' 
pugned. 

The moat vulnerable part of Mr. rcinlior» 
ton's letter is his opinion ol tho Hudson's jiay 
and Cliiuch reserve (lucstions. To say that 
because tho Jlsnic t/overninont has signed 
the Indenture of I'^tj:^ it will not recede Irnin 
its pi).-<itiijn, ia to ub.--ert that the InijH rial 
qutboritioi ore govoruod by arbitury ruica, 
and not by the laws of reason. If it is proved 
that the Homo Government has done wrong 
to tbii colony by agreeing to tho terms laid 
down in the Indenture, it is surely insulting 
British justice to eay that it will infiinl.iin the 
wrong. On tho 'lue ition ol tlio Cluireli re- 
serve, wn tliin'v .Mr. ruiulierton i.i ciiually in 
error. If\ ,a-i!es IhiU leci-ilal ive iii-lini. on 
tho matter ii unnecessary if tho lii.'ihop','" 
position ia wrong, and i( it ia in ac- 
cordance with tho law of Kngli-iid, 
no net ion of tlio A -~emhly can dis- 
turb it. i\ow ilie very siiaplo answer 
to Mr. I'emlierloii's fallacy is this - tli.it in 
llio absoncD of certain luiwor in llie Tjiy 
Council tho llouao ol Asaombly may be 
found to be the only body on the laland that 
can bring the vexed question to au issue, 
and detorralno the very (juories raised in his 
lotlor. 

The principal point in .Mr. I'eiuhortjn's 
commnnication is nni! lliat we lHip(> merchant 
as well as farmer, tradeuinan as well as ine- 
ObanlOj will conihinc til nblaiii, and that \.t 
retrenchment and union with JJritisli L'olurn. 
bio. There cau bo no two opinions on tbeao 
qaestlons, (or every man who has an interest 
in the country is vitally concerned In their 
consummation. If It ia possible, therefore, 
to havo harmony on ninlters of moment to 11a 
all let it bo tried. Lot us nink our iniuginary 
difloronces, und kuep in the background all 
minor qaeitioas that, by creating discord, con. 
ilict with the great object to be attained. 
Jl wo do not— if cloes is again arraigned 
against class ; if tho insane cry of free pott ia 
again raited, after its battle haa been 
hopoleuly loil, and when an eoonomlo

To THU Editor OF THE Biutism Colonist 
— Sir ;— Rolerring lo a paragraph which 
appeared in your paper of tho ^Is.' inst., 
alluding to the vocant seot for Melcliosun 
and Esquimau District, I beg to state that 
having maturely conauie.-od* tho suggestion 
made to nio by several friends upon tho sub- 
jeci, I shall not bo a Oandidato lOr that honor 
upon the jiroscnt ocoaBion. 

I think it duu tu ihoBO eontjetnen and to 
my.!olf to Ktato niy reasons Tor 'riot doing so, 
which arc principally as follows; 

111 the lirst place I am led to' believe that 
tho limited amount of protection I would bo 
prepared 10 advocate for tho farmers would 
not just now render me a popular candidate 
lor ihosu agricultural districts. 

While I atlinit the necessity ol charging 
m odoralo landing permits, lor aonio years to 
come, on such articles ns wa can produce in 
alKuiduneo, general merchandisp lemainiiig 
perlcolly free, I think much injury may be 
d Olio lo laniiers as well as consuincrB by the 
high charges now levied on sheep and cattle, 
while other articles well deserving of uncou- 
rageinent are altogether omitted from tho 
sohedule of periiiits. 

But I also dilfer from tho gentlemen who 
proposed to nupporl me on two other impor- 
tant points, viz.: the Lludaon Bay question 
and the Church Reserve. With regard to 
the former I am of opinion that tho Homo 
Uoremment||haTe taken a position un the 
indenture of February, '62, from which it 
will not reeedo, ond that it would be better 
toendiavor to obtain an e.tlonsion of the 
race course, [inblio springs, and boat laml- 
ini;,-, \-o,, by arbitrating in this country such 
points o( dilK'ieiuM as ii'i.-e on tliu iiUerpreta 
lion of that Indenture, than tu eonliiiue so 
uiu'ciual and iuleriniimblo n contest. Tho 
latter I regard as a tpieslion of law and not 
ol logishition. If the tenure of the prcseiil 
proprietors ii in aeeordanco with the law of 
England, no action of tho House ol Assembly 
can ilislurb them ; it not, legislative iotorfo- 
reiico seems uimuce.isary. 

.\ll such questions us those I havo toiiebed 
iilioii ought 10 be regaided as lutro mailers of 
di tail, and not convened into eleincnls ol 
bitterness and discoid iii a lime .■ heii llie 
uliiio.st harmony should prevail and a ouia- 
blued ell'urt iiiudu looblain Retrenc.liment, and 
Union mth British Columbia. And who can 
predict that the good sense of the United 
Assembly will not find it to the advantage of 
settlers on both sides of the gulf to give some 
protection to the cultivator ol the soil, and at 
tho sumo time maintain the port ot Victoria 
for geiieial merchandise free? Or who will 
not loudily admit that the United Assembly 
will 111! mon; c impelout to deal di^^passion- 
atcly with Ihe irril.iling iiue.-lions above 
alluded lo than our own Assembly is? 

Il uoaiii iiiity iu thought and singleness in 
uelinn were at any time required, it is now, 
when the public purse is drained, but not lor 
public wnrks, tho public lands debarred Iroin 
teltleinoiit, taxation enormous, inimigralion 
discontinued, and the country without policy 
or purpose, adrilt upon ihe ocean ol political 
events, 

It may well be doubted whether, thwarted 
by the hostile logislalion at New Woslmin- 
ster on the one hand, and the absence of 
.'4uciprooity on tho other, Vancouver Islond 
can long continue lo exist as a separate 
colony, much less to occupy the proud com- 
mercial position that has been anticipated ; 
but it would be a libel upon ber Majesty's 
govornmont to suppose that our plea lor onion 
has not been already favorably responded to.

THE LAST NILE DISCOVERY. 



Sir Roderick Murch<son has written Ihe 
following loiter to the London Times in ref- 
erence to Mr. Brtkcr'i. discovory of the second 
sourcQ ol tho Nile : 

To the RniTOii or the London Times — 
Sill — Having during tho last few daya mel 
with many iiersons who have said that they 
aro unable to form a clear ooaceplion of thu 
rulationa of tlie two vast equatorial African 
lakes — tho Victoria of Spoko and the Alliort 
of Baker — to each other and to the Nile, I 
vonture lo oiler tho lollowing brief e.Vplana- 
lion . 

Let tho inquirer coosult the map coutainud 
ill Speke's book, and be will see at a glance 
how tho disooTory of ISaker has substantially 
confirmed the views of his distinguished pre- 
cursor. 

.Speko placed Ihe Lute Nxige (now tho Al- 
bert) on his map as a great Hheot of water 0, 
which ho had heard, and into whioh tho Nile 
from Iho point whsie bo was obliged to cpiit 
it, descended by rajiids, anil then re-issueil a 
little to the north to llow to (iondokoro. So 
strongly did ho believe, from the description 
ol the natives, that such would be found to 
be tho case, that he incited ins friend liukor 
to endeavor lo ascerti'iii the facte. 

Now, iu every essential point the researclies 
of liaUer have eonfirrned the accuracy of tlie 
views ut .Speko aa regards the Lula Nzigi: ; 
for tho Nilo, leaving il.s first great and lofty 
reservoir, the Victoria, at a liuight of ;),7 I() 
feel above the sea, is found to descend 1 ,0711 
feet into the deep rock-basin of the Luta 
N'zige, or Albert Nyanzu, which is placed by 
Haker at the elevation of 2,070 feet. Thence 
the stream Hows downwards and northwards 
to Gondokoro, from which place to Khartum 
where il is joined by the Utue or Abyssinian 
Xile, it beeoines, aa is now well known, a 
pertectly navigable stream. 

Tha representations of ancient geographers 
as soon on old maps, ol two streams issuing 
liom two i-epiiralo and nncoiiiieclod kikes, 
tiiesii stre.ims uniting further north to I. inn 
the Nile, is proved lo be erroneous; -ineo 
we know :iow llmi, wlielhor 111 llie form ul 
lake or river, Ihe White .Nile consists ol one 
continuous syiitein. the waters ol wliich de- 
scend in the liiAt liislaiiLO from a higher inlo 
a lower lake, and thence into ihe main stream 
is luialagous lo the eonneeiion belwoi 11 i!ie 
iN'ijrth American lakes and the issue of their 
waters inlo the St. Lawrence.
